WONDERS OF RADIO STILL TO COME

SALES of radio equipment in this country will amount to 
$150,000,000 this year and within five years to $500,- 

000,000, according to a statement by David Sarnoff, vice- 
president and general manager of the Radio Corporation 
of America. He foresees in the near future broadcasting 
from great central stations so connected that it will be 
possible to reach 50,000,000 people.

Theee superpower stations, he says, would cost $5,000,- 
000 a year to maintain, and he proposes that the money be 
raised by a tax of 1 per cent on the sales of radio apparatus. 
He believes that the people will pay such a tax gladly for 
the opportunity to listen to the world's beat talent In grand 

  opera and addresses by famous men, including educational 
features of established value.

The only obstacle in the way at present, Mr. Sarnoff 
Bays, is the cost of maintenance. He calculates that the tax 
of 1 per cent on sales of equipment would yield $5,000,000..

The scheme opens up great possibilities in broadcasting. 
Reaching 50,000,000 persons at once through the air would 
have been considered something entirely outaide of human 
accomplishment only a few years ago. Today it can be 
easily understood as a near probability.
